At present 
a Commission wan inquiring into the Tung 
Wah sospital, and he suggested that the 
siatus quo bo ‘maintained pending the in- 
qaicy of tho Commission to which the 
matter would bo referred.

Tf the possession of portions of the op- 
posite mainland and completo control of the 
water approaches of the colony would be 
absolutely essential to the socurity of the 
oulony against ay European fos, how much 
more necessary against China herself. 

China is cow at her lowest ebb ; but fifty 
ears hence, possibly twenty years hence, 
adging from the progress Japan has made, 
China will probubly be a powerful nation 
folly armed and with the ekill and know. 
ledge that will enable her to make use of 
‘her yast patural etreagth. If thea the 
boundaries of Hongkong are fo more exten- 
sivo than they are now, where will wo be 
witha Chinese fleet in Kowloon Bay, and 
the hills and islacda olose round in Chinese 
possession? At their meroy at any moment, 

I pray your Excellency to put the ques-

of the Government and people of England 
toa. demand on the Chinese Government 
for a further slight cession of territory in 
this neighbourhood, and for preasing that 
domand with effect upon tho Court nt 
Poking. : 

T am re-oponing the aubject at thespecial 
request of my coltoagues, the UWnoflicial 
Mombors of Council, and in their names.

Only the initiated, perhaps, have any con-" 
coption of the vastness of tho field, and not 
ali of these are fully alive to the snares 
and pitfalla which make the auction-room 
for those who indulge in this passion a 
place of poril, On this point tho novice 
will do well to take a hint from Mr 
Hazlitt’s introduction, Coins, as he says, 
are aought by differont persons from dif- 
forent motives, ‘There have been thousands 
of homan creatures who have lived and 
died under the ballucinution that they were 
the proprietors of important and intorest- 
ing cabinete of coins, whereas thoac that 
wore really valuable might have been 
counted on the Gingors. It is only iu com- 
paratively modern times that the valuo of 
the study as an aid to history has boon ap- 
preciated.

RARLY COIN COLLECTORS, 

Books, manuscripts, painting, statuary, 
coramics, bronzes, even gems, had found 
admirers long before Prince Henry, oldest 
son of James-I., directed hia attention to 
numiamatios in conjunction with his pure 
suits aaa book-lover, At-hie death in 1612 
his medale aud coins-wero valued at some 
thing like $,000L;it must have bean a lurge 
and important body of examples, if wo take 
jnto acsount the difference in the monetary 
standard, The most remarkable point 
seems to be that the taste developed itself 
thos’ strongly and abruptly io tho Stuarts, 
a Scottish house influenced by French cul- 
ture, if not by Spanish magnificence and 
fondness for display. 

The great Pembroke collestiqn, of which 
wo fortunately possess a catalygue, bolongs 


to tho two succocding centufies, and was 
probably formed during/tho roigns of 


Charles TL, James 3%, William III, 
Anno, and George L.,5y Thomas Herbert, 
Earl of Pembroke and Montgomery, (1635- 
1733), on enthusisstic antiquary ; it is cs- 
pecially noticeable, inasmuch as it for the 
first tine recognises the English and Scot- 
tish series side by sido with the Greek and 
Roman; they constitute “Part iv, of the 
Posthumous Ontatoguo, 1746. ‘The whole 
has been disperasd ; and tho prices realized 
by the fourth portion wero very high, aa it 
comprised numerous rarities acquired by 
the original noble owner, not for that rea- 
son, bus fora far batter onoe—thoir arckm- 
ological interest. 

Since then the Uhurch, the Law, tho 
Army, the Navy, Medicine, tho Stock Ex- 
change, commerce,—indeod, every profes- 
aién and indastry lias beon ropresonted in 
the list of coin and medal collectors. It is, 
howover, from the end of the first qaartor 
of the present: century that. tha moro 
modern lines of collecting are said-to have 
coromencod, , It’ was about that date that 
Mv-Sotheby éold.the collection of Sir Mark 
Sykes. Marmaduke Trattlo’s oxponsive 
ond splendid assemblage of English coins, 
howover, is reputed to have been the car- 
liest of Gret-class importance sold by that 
eminent house, This happened in ‘the 
thirties,’ and tho timo which seporatcs ua 
from that event bas, wo are reminded, been 
witness to.an instruciive succession of simi- 
Jar opisodes in. tho numismatio world, in- 
dicating the inevitable fluctuations in tastes 
and prices, but, on the whole, with's steady 
tendency to tho recognition of ‘ condition’ 
as o postulate and on influence, and (bo 
surrender of infetior specimens to~ tho 
atudent on the one hand or the crocible on 
the other, ‘Finds’ of ooins, it is re- 
marked, do. not usually prove of signal 
service te ordinary purchasers aa they are 
too often cumposed of specimens. of the 
same picce indefinitely ropeated, and asa 
rule ecour under. canditions which place 
thom beyond the reach of private indivi- 
duala, The clecumstances ander which 
Giscoveries of ‘ticagure trove’ oriee are 
endless, A hoord of English and foreign 
gold coins was discovered only the other 
Gay at Weatminsier, encased in a shest.of 
Jead. ‘Still the busy epade snd pick of the 
archeologist are constantly bringing: to 
Nght buried treasure, Mr Hazlitt, moxe~ 
ovor, obsorves that through: the extension 
of railways and other causes early money 
in the mote precivus motals may be ex- 
peoted to result from excavations, as it has 
already done in Afghanistan, Asia Minor, 
Greecé, Turkey, Italy, France, Rugland, 
and other: parts of Europe and Asia, re- 
yolutionising prices as well as knowledge. 
Tt is. obsorved. that the British Museum 
annual reports of scquisitions in-the Do- 
partment of Numismatics will give anyono 
a good idea of the rashnoss of presuming 
Leither finality of information or aniqueneas 
of cxamplee, Fortunato meinwhilo ia the 
acquirer of @ stil] unigue cvin of special in- 
terost. ° Tho unique. half. Georgo noble of 
Henry VILL, in that Montagu collection, 
was bought by Mr Curtin Paris for 6 
moderate sum, sold to the Rev. Mr 
Shepherd for 901., and realised in the lattor 
collector’s sale, elayon yeats ago, 226% It 
ia probably now worth considerably roore ; 
but market prises of scatce coias aro 
peculiarly slippery.

Tho study of Greek and Roman coins is 
expecially intoresting, from the indications 
thesa afford of tho religious feelings of the 
people. Vast os this field is, it is inaigni- 
ficant in comparison with ihat,which tho 
Continental or modern foreign serics 
covora, a iact attributable to the ortraor- 
dinary multiplication of mints under the 
foudul system, not to speals of tho eoclesias- 
tical dignitaries, who exercised the privilege 
of making money, A monetary system 
rovailed in Southern, Britain from the 
third to the fifth century, varying in ita 
charactor and cxceution between an ap- 
proximately artistic style in tho inscribed 
money and degraded barbarism in a largo 
preportion of the aninscribed.

He would be a lucky collector who 
could find a 13th century farthing, They 
hayo somehow all vanished, -Ognsidora- 
tions of spaco compel us to pasa ovor an in-, 
finite number of intercstiog facts relating 
to the coins of succeeding raigns down to 
that of ber present Majesty ; but as a 
Queen Anne farthing has long been po- 
pularly believed to be an almost pricoioss 
treasure, wo ought to note that a good 
specimen of tho farthing of 1714, the last 
year of that monarch, is valued by the 
pathor at about 120. Mr Huzlitt’a volumo, 
which comprises numerous plates studded 
with facuimilos of romurkable coins, is well 
calculated to popularisa the fascinating 
porauit of coin-collecting, and thus may bo 
expocted to bo in itsolf o canse af that 
compatition in the auction room and those 
fluctuations in collecting fashiona which 
are so potent in their influences on prices.

Overland Mail via Brindisi. Parcels there. 
fore atrive in London about eight days later 
than the Mail. Parcels may be sealed, but 
any parcel, even. though sealed, is Hubla to 
bo ‘opened for examination. : 
Parcels must be posted in Hongkong 
befare 3 p.m. on the day bofore the depar- 
ture of the Mail. ‘Those arriving from the 
Coast, &c., nftor this hour are kept for the 
following P. & O. Mail.
